A writer iu Tba Country Gentleman 


gives tho following sketch of his visit 
to a dnofc raiioh iu the shadow of the 
Blue mountains of Pennsylvania: At 
the time ot my visit, onrly in Septem- 
ber, I hero -were about 4, 000 nearly ready 
for market, aud Buoli a multitude of 
pure white birds was a pretty sight. 
The variety grown ia the Peking, that 
at maturity will weigh 14 to SOponnclB 
to the pair. They have rich, yellow 
ekin and orango colored bills and legs. 
Thoy boar confhicniout well, and it is 
claimed they mny be reared snooeEsfal- 
iy with water sufficient only for drink. 
Howover, it is fouud that without wa- 
tor in -which to wash themselves their 
plumage is soiled by tha nvad, and tho 
feathers, worth 40 to 50 cents a pound, 
are injured in market valuo. 


Tho Polrings aro prolific) ia eggs, lay- 


ing from 133 to 150 oach in tho year, 
but many of tho eggs aie infertile. ID 
fact, the proprietors of this ranch thought 
they did uot got to exceed 
Bfl ducks 


jErom 101) eggs. Tho duck naturally, oi 
as ordinarily kept on tho farm, rarely 
lays before springtime. Books reared in 
the approved rabflora style, hatched in 
May, will begin to lay about the holi- 
days nud continue) laying all -winter, 
and this weakens their vitality. But 
^ hy is uot the constitution weakened 
also in respect to making rapid and groat 
growth of frame'.' Tho barnyard fowl 
has undergone the sumo revolution of 
habit, and I havo found their eggs as 
fertile in wintnr as at any other time. 
Is not this lack of fertility attributable 
rather to the fact that tho natural bnbit 
of tho clnck is not completely revolu- 
tionized by domo-stiaatiou? By nature 
the duck ia monogamous— that is, the 
drake mates with one duck — and it is 
probable that in largo flocks there are 
drakes that will mato oach auly with 
DUO duck, whilu other drakes will care 
for two or moro each, and thus tho for- 
tilizatioii proves unequal and irregular. 
Ducks at tlieir bust do not show tho de- 
velopment of tbo polygamous habit to 
tho same extent asbainyard fowls. The 
best authorities lecoinmond iu breeding 
only five or six diic'ks to Olio clrako. 


The eggs are batched in incubators, 


which arc set in operation as soon as 
there is a complement of oggR to fill a 
machine. On a well managed duck farm 
tho ducklings should begin to peep 
about the 1st of February, aud the in- 
cubators aro kept running until about 
tbo 1st of July. 
Tho ducks are reared 


under artificial brooders in their houses 
and in hinall yanls and not allowed 
access to wator for bathing until a 
month old. I presume iu winter they 
never go out of their yards until killocl. 
From the timo they aro hatched until 
re.icly for market tho ducklings are fed 
all the wlioleKimo food they can digest, 
and at 10 weeks old the Pokiugs should 
dress ten pounds to tho puir. 


Of com^o such weights are obtained 


only by farmers who thoroughly under- 
stand tho business 
H H proponed to 


try to rear 20,000 at this ranch next 
year. It is estim.itocl that PekitiK ducks 
may bo reared to tho ago of 10 weeks 
for C conts a pound, and tlio prico re- 
ceived will probably avur.iRO SO cents a 
pound. This earliest .shipments will real- 
ize uO cc-uts a pound ov morn, and 19 
cents is about tho lowest fignro for thoin 
at any season 


There is ono peculiar featnro iu tho 


market for choice poultry— tho breeder 
nood not consign his stock for stilii anil 
take tho chancea of tlio market. A rUi«s 
of Now York dealeri are always iu search 
of poultry of suprrior quality and will 
buy it outright lit excellent, prices. 


These clucks rapidly grown are liko 


rapidly grown Inttuco or radishes — 
very tender. Their market was original- 
ly mado ou this render, fat condition 
•without the uio of celery to add to tho 
flavor 


Tho wholesome food of course changed 


the quality of tho fle^h, and now the 
supply is nut, rqu.il to tho demand. They 
ate led celery finely cut and mixed with 
tlieir food for probably a mouth previous 
to killing. . There in no distinct taste of 
celery on tho flo-li, but its union with 
thoriatnral qualities of tho flesh imparts 
a flavor that is simply delicious, littlo 
if any inferior to thocanva-sbacka which 
feed on wild celery. 


Stuffing; I'owls Tor Markwt. 


L'eiigraissc'ment or stuffing has been 


practiced in Franco for many years. Bo- 
foro the improved appliances wero in- 
vented the operation was carried on in 
several ways. Ono of these, nailed en- 
graisscment aux patons, consisted of 
inserting littlo cakes of dough into tho 
fowl's mouth and forcing them clown 
with tho finger. In another case en- 
graisscmcut do I'outonnair, the food, in 
liquid fotm, was ponrcrl into tho bird 
through a fiinnol. A third method, btill 
moro primitive, callocl giwago a la Ixra- 
ohe, consisted in tbo feeder's filling his 
month with tlio food and blowing it 
clown tho fowl's throat. 
As soon after 


tho hatching as they aro able to deter- 
mine tho sexes aro Kiparatod, and when 
they aro 8Jo months old they are put in 
tho "pens of plenty. " Fowls thus treat- 
ed havo been known to double in weight 
during thoir confinement iu the pens. 
Tlioir moat is far tenderer and sweeter 
than that of fowls raised in tho ordina- 
ry manner am! is devoid of all olijec- 


tringineps. 


Corn !•* Necessary For Toultiy. 


Corn is a necessity ior poultry, no 


difference what a few amateurs say. 
They only echo rlio theory of somo fol- 
low who is only a breeder on paper. 
Tho fellows who write so glibly about 
corn boing such a bad tiling for fowls 
povor made actual experiment in their 
lives to ascertain whether corn was 
good or bad. They aro merely "talking 
through their hats. " Let those theorists 
conduct a series of practical experi- 
ments for several years with corn and 
other grains, aud then, and not till 
thon, will they know what thoy aro 
talking about. Intelligent breeders are 
tired of the talk ou corn by mere theo- 
rists, with no practical experience ou 
tho "nhiect.

proved that this bacillus would do the 
work requirul was- A half pint of 
milk was bterilizi'd thoroughly by con- 
tinuous steaming, so aa to kill any or- 
ganisms winch might bo present 111 it. 
A/tor thin tlio milk vas inoculated 
with bacillus 41, whlob had boon pre- 
pared in Uio bacteriological laboratory, 
Tho milk was then set asiilo mid the 
bacilli allowed to develop for a day or 
two, Uio object boing to increase tho 
number of bacteria, and thus prepare 
for n largo inoculation tit thocronmaryj 
where the subsequent experiments were 
carried on. This cnltnrowas poured in- 
to Fix or sight quarts of cieam and the 
mixtmo put into tho ripening room.
